A distinctive and appropriate honor 
fell to Rush connty yesterday at the 
State fair when one of her daughter** 
drove a horse the fastest half mile 
probably ever driven by a woman in 
the

harness 
world. 
Mrs. 
Edna 
Offutt 
Dagler, who 
comes to be a reiuswoman and expert 
w hip by nature, both sides of the 
fam ily,and her late husband, all being 
grossly interested in speedy horseflesh, 
drove John L , a mile over the State 
fair course in 2 :1 0 a4 , the last half 
mile l» eing made in 1 :02, or a 2:04 
gait. 
The horses record of 2:14 was 
reduced three and one quarter seconds. 
The former record was made after 
mnch training w ith an expert driver 
up. 
Mrs. Dagler won the plaudits of 
the enormous crowd assembled when 
the time was announced. 
Mrs. Dagler was 
seen today at her 
home on East Sixth street, in this 
city, and was ask ed how it felt to a 
woman to go such a fast pace in a 
racing sulk y. 
Her reply was charac­ 
teristic of the 
courageous 
woman, 
who nervily held the ribbons over 
a dangerous hobbled pacer, going a 
faster half mile than many profession­ 
al 
drivers 
ever 
went. 
She s a id : 
“ Oh. I ought to have made that mile 
in 2:07 flat. 
My horse started off 
bad at the wire on account of the 
pace mak er, a runner acting badlv. 
I 
w asn't a bit frightened, although it 
was the second tim e I ever tried to 
drive a fast mile. ” 
Mrs. Dagler is the young m atron of 
three boys, two of them being twins, 
and as their m other modestly told the 
story of her drive, the boys played 
horse running around her carrying a 
stitk and holding to her apron strings. 
The record the Rushville womao 
made w ill probably stand for some 
tim e to come. . She was scheduled to 
race w ith another lady, but her entry 
ran aw ay when the tw o women were 
scoring for the word.

Organize a “Trust.” 
Indianapolis, Sept. 14.—There will 
be no buggy trust. An effort, the sec 
ond one, was made in this city this 
week to form a combine, but the plan 
was found not to be feasible at this 
time. 
Some dealers assert the be 
lief that It never will be possible to 
unite the 1,990 or more makers of 
vehicles under a price agreement 
Owing to the nature of the product It 
is not possible to set uniform prices 
on buggies. 
The only scheme by 
which 
prices 
might 
be 
governed 
would be by means of an agrt^ement 
to charge only a certain per cent profit 
above the cost of a buggy. 
No two 
buggies, even by the same factory 
cost the same amount when finished 
Materials vary, and costs vary.. No 
two buggies can properly be sold for 
the same price, with the hope of gain 
ing the same profit on each. 
This 
makes the buggy combine difficult. It 
is said the Indianapolis meeting show 
ed the buggy men further away than 
they were at Jackson, Mich., when 
only 300 of the 1,000 could be rallied 
for the trust proposition.
